INCE cities began, the 
lady of fashion had ruled 
the social scene. Centre of 
an admiring. court, envy of

Saigon, May: 29, — Victminh forces have, 
during the past four years, completely razed a 
quarter of the rubber plantations in Indo-China, 
and: have ‘killed almost one-third of the Frenchmen 
locally employed in the rubber industry. Of the 
48 Frenchmen killed, cight were assassinated in the 
first three weeks of January, 1948. 


The Indo-China = rubber 
industry -had planned, at 
one time, to export 95,000 
metric tons of rubber In 


1950, which would have 
equalled France’s rubber re- 
quirements. ; 


Instend, rubber merchants in 
Suigon estimate that Indo-China 
will export less rubber in 1950 
than the 40,596 metric tons ex- 
ported in 1049. 

This shrinkage of the rubber 
export is due to, according t 
thev> merchants, three things: 
actual occupation of — rubber 
areas by the Vietminh; destruc- 
tion, terrorism and sabotage:
